Meat scrap or some other animal 
feed high in protein is the one essen- 
tial constituent of the mash which can- 
not well.be omitted. The United States. 
Department of Agriculture found that 
a pen of pullets, on free range, which 
did not get meat scrap or any other 
animal-protein feed laid only 90 eggs 
each in a year, compared with yields 
of from 125 to 150 eggs from pens fed 
rations containing meat scrap. The 
eggs from the pen where no meat 
serap was fed cost 2.2 cents’ more a 
dozen for feed than when the meat 
scrap was ineluded in the ration. Fish 
meal or fish scrap can be used to re- 
place the meat scrap and compares 
favorably with a good ‘grade of meat 
scrap containing the same per;cent of 
protein. 

Skim milk or buttermilk, either 
sweet or sour, is-excellent for replac- 
ing part or all of the meat scrap. 
The milk may, be’ used in’ mixing the 
mash if a moist mash is ted, or it can 
be kept before the fowls asa drink.

‘PLANS TO CONTROL EROSION 


Guilles Cause of Considerable Loss by 
Washing Away Fertile Soil— 
Ways to” Reclaim. 


The gully is one of the things that 
keep rain from being an unmixed bless- 
‘ing to the farmer. That it is an in- 
convenience and causes damage is 
obvious, but in Farmers’ Bulletin 1284, 
“Gullies—How to Control and Reclaim 
Them,” by C. BE. Ramser, just issued 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture, it is shown that loss is 
produced in 10 different ways, and that 
the most important is the washing 
away of fertile soil that can never be 
returned, 

After discussing the different types 
of gullies and their causes, the bulle- 
tin, which is illustrated with photo- 
graphs and drawings, goes on to de- 
scribe in detail methods of controlling 
erosion, such as Laggal in and seed- 


of various kinds. By following the 
suggestions and plans farmers should 
he able to prevent further erosion in 
most cases and to reclaim badly gul- 
lied land. In some cases expensive 
structures such as concrete walls are 
needed, but usually inexpensive ma- 
terials—brush, straw and stones—are 
recommended.

Selection of Most Profitable Produc- 
ers at Start Determines Suc- 
cegs of -Herd. 


The profit to be made from a dairy 
herd depends latgely upon the selec- 
tion of good dairy cows to start with, 
It requires from 50 to 75 per cent of 
the feed a cow is capable of consum- 
ing to maintain her body, it is there- 
fore much cheaper to produce, say, 30 
gallons of milk with ten cows than 
with 15 cows.

Cost of Power on Horse Farms. 


A group of 85 farms where trac- 
tors were not owned, bul cumparabie 
in size to those where tractors were 
used, were surveyed in order to ob- 
tain a direct comparison between 
costs on farms where tractors: are 
owned and costs on farms of similar 
size and type where tractors are not 
owned. There was an average of 10.5

What Farmers Think of Tractors. 

The owners’ opinions regarding the 
use of tractors showed that 75 per 
cent of the farmers interviewed be- 
lieved that their tractors would be 
profitable investments, and 72 per cent 
of them intended to buy others when 
needed. The principal advantages 
mentioned were the ability to do more 
work in a given time, and the saving 
of horses in hot weather. Among the 
disadvantages, the first ‘cost and de- 
preciation and the running expenses 
were mentioned most frequently. The 
tractor was used as the primary 
source of pewer for field work by 59 
per cent of the owners, while 41 per 
cent ,used the tractors as supplemen- 
tary to horses. In 21 per cent of the 
cases the tractor owners believed that 
the tractors had been responsible for 
some increased. yield per acre.
